Soviets  Switch  Stress  on  U.  N.  Candidates 
■pNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  (AP)— The  Soviet  bloc  Friday  dropped 
Poland  as  a candidate  for  a U.N.  Security  Council  seat  and  switched 
i its  support  to  Yugoslavia  after  the  General  Assembly  ran  into  an 
'East -West  deadlock  in  initial  balloting. 

(The  other  leading  candidate  was  the  Philippines,  backed  by  the 
United  States.  As  the  Assembly  adjourned  further  voting  until  next 
week,  the  Philippines  appeared  to  be  waging  a losing  fight. 


A MEMBER  <?f  the  Brigham 
Young  University  football  team 
told  students  and  faculty  mem- 
bers at  the  monthly  sounding 
board  meeting  Thursday  that  he 
didn’t  think  .he  would  have  come 
to  BYU  if  he  were  choosing  a 
school  for  athletic  opportunity. 

He  said  that  it  is  easy  for  a 
team  with  a losing  tradition  to 
lose  a footbali  game.  (Brigham 
Young  University  teams  have 
won  four  football  games  in  the 
last  three  years.) 

He  added  that  some  of  the 
answers  as  to  why  BYU  has  had 
a consistently  losing  team  over 
the  past  few  seasons  might  be 
gained  in  a player-coach  survey. 

“If  each  player  and  each  coach 
were  interviewed,  first-hand  in- 
formation on  the  situation  might 
be  gained,”  he  said. 

IT  WAS  MENTIONED  by  one 
student  that  perhaps  this  univer- 
sity is  not  fully  taking  advantage 
of  conference  rules,  and  that  if 
this  were  not  true,  perhaps  the 
conference  rules  might  be  re- 
vamped. 

Dr.  Wesley  P.  Lloyd,  dean  of 


students,  presided  over  the  meet- 
ing. Others  present  were  Dr. 
Henry  L.  Isaksen,  student  coordi- 
nator, the  executive  council,  edi- 
tors of  student  publications,  and 
cabinet  members,  in  addition  to 
the  football  team  representative. 

Studentbody  President  Wid 
Tingey  asked  for  reasons  why 
this  university  uses  class  attend- 
ance as  a factor  in  grading. 

DEAN  LLOYD  admitted  that 
attendance  checks  “were  not  typi- 
cal,” and  that  using  attendance 
figures  as  a basis  for  grading  was 
an  “academic  penalty  for  a non- 
academic  function.” 

No  definite  answer  was  given 
on  the  question.  Dean  Lloyd  had 
earlier  stated  that  sounding  board 
meetings  were  not  for  the  pur- 
pose of  forming  policy,  but  that 
their  function  was  to  create 
liaison  between  student  leaders 
a.nd  the  administration. 

He  termed  the  meeting  a “glori- 
fied bull  session,”  and  added  that 
he  couldn’t  remember  when  a 
problem  had  been  discussed  in  a 
sounding  board  meeting  which

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Mostest  for  the  Leastest 


Dr.  A.  Smith  Pond,  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity economics  professor,  has  written  an  eco- 
nomics textbook,  VITAL  ECONOMIC  PROB- 
LEMS, and  a preliminary  paperbound  edition 
of  that  book  has  been  used  at  this  university 
for  the  past  year.  Dr.  Pond  announced  re- 
cently that  a New  York  publishing  house,  Har- 
court-Brace,  will  begin  production  of  the  text- 
book in  approximately  one  month. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  other  universities 
recognize  a good  thing  and  adopt  Dr.  Pond's 
book  as- the  text  for  an  economic  class.  How- 
ever, the  question  of  whether  or  not  such  a 
text  will  sell  is  debatable. 


Worth  -of  the  book  is  unquestionable.  Stu- 
dents may  read  it  for  long  periods  of  time 
without  becoming  drowsy — for  the  simple 
reason  that  it  is  a thoroughly  readable  text- 
book. 


Instead  of  utilizing  technical  terms  with 
wanton  abandon,  the  author’s  style  is  to  shun 
the  more  incomprehensible  terminology  for 
direct,  understandable  language. 

It  is  inescapable  that  some  of  the  concepts 
involved  in  the  field  of . economics  must  be 
highly  technical  and  thus  not  easy  to  compre- 


hend. Dr.  Pond  overcomes  this  difficulty  by 
using  examples  and  lengthy,  simple  explan- 
ations. 


It  is  for  this  reason  that  his  book  may  be  re- 
jected by  economics  professors.  Because  the 
book  is  not  in  their  language,  they  may  scorn 
it.  However,  the  average  professor  too  easily 
forgets  that  his  language  is  not  the  language 
of  his  students.  And  when  he  forgets  this,  his 
effectiveness  as  a teacher  is  diminished. 


Crime  and  Punishment 


Two  of  the  finalists  in  the  Homecoming 
queen  election  were  found  guilty  of  misde- 
meanors in  the  preliminary  elections  last 
week,  but  no  punishment  was  given. 

Elections  committee  rules  provided  that 
their  offenses  were  “grounds  for  disqualifi- 
cation.” Admittedly,  such  a general  term  can 
mean  almost  anything,  but  it  indicates  that  a 
harsh  and  perhaps  undue  punishment  may  be 
given  for  a minor  and  perhaps  unavoidable 
infraction. 


Last  year  several  persons  broke  elections 
committee  regulation^,  and  the  only  punish- 
ment given  was  publication  of  names  and  of- 


Perhaps  the  only  effective  ways  of  punish- 
ing candidates  for  infractions  are  to  levy  a 
fine  of  the  largest  campaign  poster  for  a mis- 
demeanor, and  disqualification  for  more  ser- 
ious offenses. 


A reappraisal  of  crime  and  punishment  for 
candidates  is  apparently  in  order  for  the  elec- 
tions committee. 


Any  Democrats  Around?
